‘MANILA. ROPE. 


COMMENTS 
RULING. 


New York, Oct, 15, 

Rope-manufacturers here express 
littlé concern over the recent rul- 
ings of the United States Govern- 
ment affecting the importation of 
Manila rope, according to, the local 
commercial agency of the Philip- 
pine government. ‘The agency has 
issued the following statement of 
its inqulry into the subject:— 


“On May 19, 1926 the President 
of the ‘United States. acting under 
Section No. 316 of the Tariff Act 
issued an order prohibiting entry 
into the United States of rope 
labelled or. described as Manila 
which in fact is wholly or in part 
made of other. fibres. This order 
was promulgated by. the Treasury 
Department in Decision No. 41570. 

“Later, on September 22, 1926 
another decision of the Depart- 
ment (TD 41774) was issued where- 
by the ‘President's order mention- 
ed above was held inapplicable to 
rape arriving into the “United 
States. from the Philippine Islands, 
By this decision rope imports from 
the Islands were excluded from 
supervision as provided for in the 
President's order. eee E 

“On July 256, 1927, the Attorney 
General of the United States, ‘in 
response to-inquiries, handed down 
an opinion on this subject re- 
versing T. D. No, 41774 hereby in- 
cluding rope imported from the 


Philippine within the provision of |: 


the original order. 

“ Desirous of obtaining the reac- 
tion ‘of the Philippine ‘cordage 
manufacturers in particular and 
of the abaca industry in general, 
on this last opinion, the’ Philippine 
Government Commercial Agency in 
New York City has sent out letters 
to representative factors in the, 
industry requesting: their ‘views, 
From the replies received, it was 
generally agreed that the applica- 
tion of the President's arder of May 
19 ot Manila-made Manila rope 
was immaterial to their business. 
Some are of the opinion that’ the 
action of the Attorney. General 
was. only just and fair to the 
domestic cordage manufacturers, 
who are themselves prohibited 
from selling adulterated Manila 
rope as pure ‘Manils.’ The opin- 
ion of one of the large rope manu- 
facturers in the Philippines which 
may be taken as representative, is 
of interest as he believes that. the 


order not only has not done any |, 


harm to the Philippine. cordnage in- 
dustry. but has gone so far as to 
say that the application -is 0 decid- 
ed advantage. . He says, of T. D. 
41774. ‘ 

“We believe the exception made 
is unfavourable to ua, It offers 
unscrupulous manufacturers in the 
Philippines an opportunity to com- 
pete unfairly with American and 
other foreign rope factories in the 
U.S., and to ua, who have never 
attempted a misrepresentation of 
this nature and do not intend to do 
ao, thia is a disadvantage as it 
leaves ground for the buyer in that 
country to doubt the 100 per cent. 
Pure Manila quality of all .rope 
from this end, offered as such. 

“Naturally, our good name and. 
reputation built after long years 
of continuous fair dealing, place 
us well above being suspected of 
a thing like this, but nevertheless. 
for the sake of fairness to all and 
4n order to avoid the possibility of 
American purchasers being pre- 
judiced againat .‘Mantla-made 
Manila rope, we are of the opinion 
the President’s. order should be 
made applicable to the Philippines 
in the same manner as it is to 
European manufacturers.’ ”—Asso- 
ciated Press. : :

TAX ON EXPORTS. 


COMMENT ON NEW PHILIP- 
«PINES BILLS, 


During the last few days several 
plans in the form of bills or draft 
of bills have been presented in the 
legislature. and published in the 
newspapers, proposing'a tax upon 
certain exports, such as sugar, 
tobacco and other products which 
form the bulk of the islands’ over- 
seas commerce, aes 

The presentation of these mea- 
sures appeirs to be In line with 
the laudable desire of the Govern- 
ment to seek new sources ‘of re- 
venue, but before such mensures 
are given any importance and con- 
‘alderation, the following is quoted 
from the Jones Law for the benefit 
of their proponents:— 

“Section I. That no export 
duties shall be levied or. collect- 
ed on exports from the Philippine 
Islands, . . 2” | g 
It is evident that one of the pur- 

poses behind this prohibition ia not 
to hamper industries and agricul- 
ture, especially agriculture whose 
products form almost wholly the 
exports of the Philippines .to the 
United States and other countries, 
Agriculture {is the chiof industry 
of the Philippines, and rather than 


discourage it by unjust and un- ; 


‘constitutional ‘limitations every 
effort should be made to develop it 
to the fullest extent and 
possible of the resources of the 
Philippines.—“Manila Times,” 


FLAG DISCRIMINATION. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND 
__ ITS SUPPRESSION. 


— 


At the monthly meeting of the 
directors of the Manchester Cham- 
per of Commerce, consideration was 
given to flag discrimination mea- 
sures, reported to be contemplated 
by the Government of Chile, and to 
similar measures which are actually 
operating in Portugal. A com- 
mittee on the Chilian shipping in- 
dustry has recommended” that 
Chilian Customs Duties on import- 


ed goods should be 10 per cent. 
higher if the goods are etrried in 
-foreign sp The Government of 
Chile ate Safd to contemplate the 
introduction’ of a bill to this effect 
In their Legislature. 

The President, Mr. W. E. Thomp- 
gon, outlined bricfly the history of 
discrimination, and it was noted 
that the Manchester Chamber had 
taken an active interest in the 
question since.1846, Its: policy had 
been consistently ‘one of strong op- 
position to such measures, either ag 
applied by foreign countries or by 
Great Britain itself. Flag dis- 
crimination was a serious obstacle 
to:trade. Any barrier to shipping 
automatically became a barrier ‘to 
trade, and, so far as the Manchester 
Chamber. was concerned to Lanca- 
shire trade in particular. © } 

The following resolution, moved 
by the president, was unanimotsly 
adopted:— | 

“The Board of Directors ‘of the 
Manchester Chamber of Commerce 
records ita great concern at the 
reports of certain’ measures of flag 
discrimination in Portugal and 
Chile. .It considers flag discrimina- 
tion to be a most damaging barrier 
to International trade, and ex- 
presses an earnest desire for’ its 
suppression throughout the world,

COKE OVEN TECHNOLOGY. - 


RAPID ADVANCES ON THE © 
‘CONTINENT. 


A party of 50 coke oven managera 
have just returned to. London, after 
a ten days’ tour in Germany, Hol- 
land, Belgium, ‘and France, where 
they studied tho latest methods of 
coke manufacture and by-product 


recovery. This was the first official | 


yisit to the Continent of the Coke 
Ovon Managers’ Association, which 
is responsible, for carboniaing some 
18,000,000 tons of coal per annum 
for the production of metallurgical 
coke for blast furnaces. The party 
was accompanied by Mr. F. S. 
Sinnatt, assistant director of | tho 
Government Fuel Research Dopart- 
ment. ‘ 

“In recent years,” said one of the 
party to a Presa representative, 
“Continental coke oven technology. 
has made rapid advances along with 
the general’ movement of post-war 


‘reconstruction, and the information 


which the members af the associa- 
tion have obtained during their 600 
miles’ journey through the heart of 
industrial Europe is likely vo have 


a far-reaching effect.on the future 
of the coking industry in this 
country, About a dozen of tho 
most up-to-date coke oven plants in 
Europe were visited. In particular, 
close attention has been directed 
to the ‘question of costs, . Other’ 
problems of ‘importance that have 
been investigated ore the blending 
of coals and the distribution of coke 
oven gas over long distances at 
high pressure. Some valuable in- 
formation on these subjects was 
obtained during the visit to Essen 
in the Ruhr district of Germany, 
where a big scheme of high-pres- 
sure distribution fs in process of 
formation, and again at Oatend, 
where gas is collected from coke 
ovens and sent over a large area of 
Belgium.” ee 


Reports from Kongmoon state

YOUTH ARRESTED IN THE 
PHILIPPINES,

200,001 PESOS INVOLVED. 


Alfredo Dolores, alleged author 
of the forgery of two cheques in 
the amount of P200,001 of the San 
Carlos Milling Company and cashed 
by the Bank of the Philippine 
Islands, and who was reported ap- 
prehended by the Philippine ..Con- 
stnbulary at. Legaspi, Albay, on 
Octoher 16, is alleged to have con- 
Cessed hig guilt, it was learned at 
the City Fiscal's office Manila, says 
the local “Times.",

reported. No word has yet been 
received regarding the whercabouts 
of the huge sum which the youth fa 


; suspected of embezzling. «° 


Secret Service officials were noti- 
fied on October 16 that Dolores had 


‘|been arrested and the local author- 


itles made known the cancellation 
of General Alarm No, '8865 which 
had broadcast Alfredo Dolores as 
“wanted.” 1 

The prisoner will’ be retained at 
Legaspi for some few days in the 
ovinion of the authorities, It is 
understood that Dolores stayin the 
Albay’ town will depend upon the 
investigation which Constabulary 
officiala have under way. A search 
for the missing loot and verification 
of the boy’s confeasion will be made 
before he is brought to Manila. 

To what extent Dolores has ad- 
mitted guilt isa matter of | con- 
jecture. While Manila officials 
infer that the alleged forger has 
made a clean. breast of the whole 
thing, ‘with himself in the role as 
author and perpetrator of the 
gigantic swindle, others are equally 
positive that the boy will implicate 
one or more others. In the mean- 
time little information is expected 
until Dolores arrives in Manila and 
is turned over to the Secret Service. 


Cable Forgery Adds to Woes. 


The alleged confession of Alfredo 
Dolores was branded as “half truth 
and half lie,” in an interview given 
to the “Manila Times” by.

been carried out a year ago, and 
were charged with carrying on 
business in cotton futures/ or 
“Katcha Khandi.”

The number of accused being 80 
large, 2 case was proceeded with 
against one of them as a test case.

WRECK’ SURVIVORS. 
SEQUEL TOA SEVERE 
' TYPHOON. .- : 


_-EXCELLENT SWIMMERS. “ 


The “Manila Times” of October 
17 reports:— f cae 


‘Twelve shipwrecked persons, all 
survivors of the fishing ‘smack 
that capsized during the typhoon 
of October 5, off the coast of Oas, 
Albay, ‘ arrived ‘in: Manila this 
morning on‘ the 3.8. “Jolo,” and 
‘were placed in the care of the 
Philippines Chapter of the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross.” 
from Legaspi where’they had 
been sent following their disaster 
by the municipal authorities -of 
Ons and Ligao. . es 

With the exception of two of 
the fishermen, all are boys rang- 
ing in age from 12.to 18, and ac- 
cording to the story they told Red 
Cross officials, the only thing that 
saved them from death. was the 
fact that from the youngest to 
the eldest all are excellent swist- 
mers. They. are all from the vil- 
lage of Loon, Province of Bohol. 

Jesus Lansaderas, the foreman 
of the group, stated that he and 
his companions had rented  fish- 
ing vessel from his father-in-law, 
Marciano Formento, and that 
they were to pay P55.00 for its 
use, The fact that they have 
lost the vessel makes their finan- 
cial outlook ‘more desperate, but 
in spite of this angle, they ‘are all 
in good spirits. : 

The fish they intended to catch 
were to be made into “bagoong” 
a salted or pickled product, so 
that. they had besides their pro- 
visions, 60 sacks of salt and as 
many’ empty cana as they could 
place on the boat, one of the rea- 
sons why their vessel capsized. - 

They left Loon for their des- 
tination, thervillage of Pantao, on 
September 18, and on October 5, 
while they were stil! far away 
from their port, the smack was 


caught in the typhoon, and cap-| - 


sized about 200 yards from shore. 
They were able to save what little 
clothing they had, which was in 


-\deed very ‘little, and then all of 


them from the youngest 12-year 
old boy to the foreman battled. the 
high sea and reached shore safe- 


ly. 

At Oas, the municipal authori- 
ties took them in hand, furnish-| 
ad them with food and ‘then save 
them truck transpartation’ of 
Ligao. At Ligao, they were re- 
ceived by the authorities with the 
same kindnéss and were later sent 
to Guinobatan from which place 
they were taken by ‘the Consta- 
bulary officials to Legaspi. At 
Legaspi, H. A. Locsin, provincial 
governor and chairman of the Al- 
bay branch of the Red Cross 
secured transportation for them 
on the Jolo and sent them to 
Manila. > 

Upon ariving - at the local Red 
Cross offices, Monday, all the 
clothing they had was on their 
backs, and that amounted to a 
coloured undershirt and a pair of 
short trousers. They were all 
civen sufficient clothing from the 
Red Cross bodega and supplied 


with’ food. ye oe 

In spite of the fact that the 
men were destitute, without food, 
money and clothing, they, all had 
the good fortune to escape the 
catastrophe without injuries, and 
were all in good helath when they 
reached Manila. 

Plans are now: being arranged 
to-aend them to their homes .as 
soon ‘as possible, They’ will prob- 
ably sail for Cebu on the 5s. 
“Panay,” October 19. Dr. Tirso 
Abad,.of the Red Cross, is now 
completing: “arrangements | ‘for 
their transportation.

What is the difference between 
the crystal and the valve set? That 
fs.a point which troubles many re- 
cruita to the, ranks’ of, Radio-ites, 
and is the cause of some misgiving, 
until they know whether, or not the’ 
first set they have’ constructed ‘is 
going to work. So far as the cry- 
stal set ia concerned, they know 
what takes place when the broadcast 
programme js brought to their ears. 
They know the simple, principle in- 
volved—that ‘ one-half of the im- 
pulse . received actuates tho, car- 

phones, while the remaining half, 
which is rejected by the crystal, is 
used to regulate the wavelength— 
but, when it’ comes to understanding 
a valyé circuit, they juat cannot. 
And, consequently, In their first 
valve attempt they construct blindly

letter, and hoping-against hope that 
they make'no mistake In the wiring: 

Usually, the potential valve-set 
owner ja well “read” on the corise- 
quences of. wrong - wiring—burnt- 
out valves, burnt-out | headphones, 
and burnt-out transformers, not to 
mention a few disconcerting, though 
harmless, noises which may be set 
up.

fn Osuka and Kobe were closed: by 
police orders a month ago. : 
Japunese youths are just as fond 
of dancing as those of any other 
land and‘a-majority of them are 
excellent ‘dancers, + but the au- 
thorities are determined ‘to stamp 
out the perniciousneas that permits 
the mingling of sexes ‘to music. 
To-day, police in uniforms sit, at the 
entrance of the few dance halls that 
remain and , carefully take down 
the names of all who enter, while 
around the dancing floor, at vary- 
ing intervals, ure peepholes through 
which other police keep censorious 
wateh over all that takes’ place. 

‘This constant surveillance . has 

driven all but the most daring away, 

and the dance halls are shutting 
down one after another for want 
of patronage. . : 

Japanese houses are not built 

for dancing even if a, Japanese 

house-owner or tenant should have 
dared the indignation of reactionary 
neighbours and the investigation of 
the police should he allow a dance 
to take place on ‘his soft mat- 
covered floors. Whatever dancing 
is done must be in| public dance 
halls or the hotels, with police per- 
mission and never continuing later 
than ten o'clock at night. Even 
at the Imperial Hotel, widely au- 
vertised as the “social centre - of 
the Capital,” transfent tourists and 
resident foreigners must be con- 
tented with dinner-dances that start 
at seven o'clock and close sharply 
at ten. The police permit no Jap- 
anese student, either youth or 
maiden, to dance at all in public. 
Needless to say, Tokyo has no 
cabarets.—United Press, 


CLASH WITH MOROS. 


DETERMINED BATTLE-AGAINST 
CONSTABULARY. 

One constabulary soldier and two 
Moros were killed when members of 
the constabulary raided the home of 
Patiguina, near the residence | of 
the vice-president of Bacolod, 
Latiao, Mindanao, recently. 

According to a report received 
at the constabulary headquarters in 
Manila, a party of that organisa- 
tion, headed by Sergeant Donozo, 
tried to’ surround the Patiguina 
home. The Moro ran from the

RUSSIA BLAMED. 


KURDISH OPERA” IONS IN 
TURKISH TERRITORY. 


PERSIA’S IMPASSIVITY ASSAILED, 


Constantinople, Oct. 3. 
‘The renowed activities of Kur- 
dish bands whose base of opera- 
tions is reported ‘to be situated in 
Persian territory is causing con- 
cern in official circles. 

It is alleged that, the Persian 
Government are not discharging 
their obligations towards n friendly 
Power and that certain’: Persian 
local authorities are even conniving, 
in the activitles. of the bands, which 
have actually penetrated to Turk- 
ish territory in the neighbourhood 
of the chief town of Bayazid Pro- 
vince, thus threatening the  tran- 
quillity of the Eastern Provinces, 
Some bands are. believed to be com- 
manded by former Turkish officers, 
The Turkish Government have 
drawn the attention of the Persian 
Govornment' to the grave conse- 
quences which might result from a 
continuation of the Kurdish activi- 
ties.

EMPIRE’S _ SURVIVAL. 


~ Lord Birkenhead’s 
Views. — 


MILITARY IN INDIA, 
People Of Same Stock And The’ 
Same Thought. 


. London, Oct. 6. 

Lord Birkenhead, speaking at a 
luncheon given by. the British 
Passenger Agents’ Association, 
referring to the unveiling of the 
Neuve Chapelle Memorial to In- 
dian soldiers to-morrow, said:— 

'We, perhaps, are somewhat 
apt to forget the Indian military 
effort. That immense, congrega- 
tion of communities, at the pre- 
sent, moment," is approaching ' a 
period in which its Constitutional 
future must be further examined 
under the terms of the very in- 
strument which gave it the Con- 
stitution.” 

Continuing, he said that the 
British Empire was‘ built up by 
the indestructible attachment of 
people of the same stock and the 
same thought, who intended to 
adhere together, no matter what 
were the fortunes of the world. 

The Empire would survive, be- 
cause it was not a question of one 
part of the Empire belonging to 
another part, but because we were 
all one people. - 

Flag Controversy. 

- Major-General Sir Granville 
Ryrie, High Commissioner of 
Australia, said that. there never 
had been greater solidarity in the 
big Empire than now. - 

Knowing South Africa, he did 
!not attach much importance to its 
flag controversy, South Africans, 
on the ‘whole, were true to the 
Empite.—Reuter. 


QUEEN'S BROTHER. 


* DEATH OF MARQUESS oF 
CAMBRIDGE. 


HIS ARMY C CAREER.. 


‘ London, Yesterday. 

The ,Marquess of Cambridge, 
brother of. Queen Mary, died in a 
nursing home at Shrewsbury this 
evening. For some time past he 
had been in ill health, -To-day ‘it 
was found his condition had be-|. 
come serious and an operation was 
hurriedly performed, but failed to 
save his life. 

The Marquess, who was born at 
Kensington Palace 59 years ago 


jwas the eldest son,of ‘the late 


Duke of Teck and Princess Mary 
Adelaide, daughter of the first 
Duke of Cambridge. .He made his 
career in the British Army, serv- 
ing first with the 17th Lancers 
and. later with the ist Life 
Guards. He took an‘ active part 
in the South African war, and]. 


was present at the relief of Kim-| 


berley. 

During the Great War he acted 
as Assistant Military. Secretary 
at the War Office and subsequent- 
ly as Assistant Military Secretary 
at General Headquarters in 
France, with the rank of Briga- 
dier General. He succeeded to the 
title of the Duke of Teck in 1900 
on the death’ of ‘his father, but 
relinquished ‘the title in. 1917 
when he-was created Marquess of

. British Company. Gets 
Concession. 


‘SIR Ae MOND'S DENIAL. 


Proposition Will Benefit t Develop: 
_ ment Of Patestine. 


London, Yesterday. 

Considerable interest’ has been 
aroused by the report that a Bri- 
tish syndicate has been granted a 
concession for. reclaiming the 
mineral resources .of the Dead 
Sea. It is, however, denied by Sir 
Alfred Mond that the syndicate in 


question is the chemical combina-' 


tion known as the Imperial Chemi- 
cal Industries, of which Sir A. 
Mond is Chairman.: 

Sir A. Mond says, “I have re 
garded the reclamation as a high- 
ly interesting proposition. The 
concession has been granted to a 
British syndicate at the head of 
which isan engineer who has 
done an immense amount of ex- 
ploratory work. Negotiations for 
the concession have been going on 
with the Colonial Office for five 
years and now that some definite 
step has been taken, I am prepar- 
ed to explore the situation and 
form some opinion concerning its 
ultimate. commercial value if 
a satisfactory nature can be ar- 
ranged. 

“Tf the scheme became of a 
considerable commercial proposi- 
tion, it would be. undoubtedly 
beneficial to the development of 
Palestine, partly by creating on 
the spot an agricultural fertiliser 
of importance and by creating 
what would be for a small coun- 
try considerqble industry. It 
would call for big expenditure on 
transportation, however, as there 
is none at present from the Dead 
Sea to any, port except road trans- 
portation.” —British Wireless Ser- 
vice.
